1. I [p March Atlantic,
The town of El Paso is on the
Amerloan sldo of the Rio Grande, op-
ita the old Mexioan town of Paso
ol Norte. El Paso is two years old;
Paso del Norte, three hundred and
mose—how much more nobody knows,
A sharper antithesls conld not be
found In the world than these two
towns afford, and the thorn In the
flesh that El Paso is to Paso del Norte,
only Paso dal Norte Penpla could de-
soribe. But they will not. They are
as mute and gentle to.day as they were
centuries ago, and submit to thia sec-
ond great conqueat of their country
even mora silently than they did the
first. The stenm engine is greater
than the Cortez. Thelr doom was
sealed before; It will be accomplished
now., Walking through the streets of
Paso del Norte, seelng the primeval
simplicity and poverty of the inhabl
tants, one wonders that they should
not have welcomed the coming of u
rallroad, the bringing in of sappllies,
the opening of a market, But they
did not. All they asked was to be let
alone,

The town clalms to number tenthou-
sand Inhabltants; this seams inoredl
ble. Still, it stretches for miles along
the banks of the Rio Grande, an al-
most unbroken line of mud houses,
mud-walled vineyards and orchards;
and similar lines of mud houses a
mud walls, with moddy ditches added,
run off at right angles to the river, for
s long distance. Every doorway
swarms with women and bables; eve
shaded ditch bank swarma with chil-
dren; and the little plaza, of a Sunday,
swarms with men. Perhapa there are
ten thousand, after all; but that ten
thousand people could be living in a
town, aud the town remain one month
what Paso del Norle is, Is & marvel,
and wosld be an Impossibility to any
other race In the world; only the Mex-
loann could accomplish such Inertia, or
endare such dlscomfort.

Considered as a speotacle, as a plo-
ture, the town Is perfect; all that heart
could ask To be there on a Sunday
is 0 omoape from Amerloa and the
nineteenth century as from place and
time forgotten.
